The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach or fairly suggest a method as claimed including administering frequency 
altered feedback treating non-fluency related language or reading ability, claim 1, 
treating dyslexia claim 7, treating ADD of ADHD, claiam 8, treating autism claim 9, 
treating non-stuttering pathologies with a frequency shifted feedback signal, claim 24, a 
structure as claimed capable of treating non-stuttering, non-fluency claim 48, or a 
method of improving reading comprehension by providing frequency shifted feedback 
as set forth In claim 68.
